Gains Tip to 28 Miles 
on Orel Front; 12,000 
Germans Killed

LONDON. July 15 (Ab — In a 
surprise offensive coinciding with 
the Allied thrust through Sicily, tile 
resurgent Russian army has wrested 
the initiative from the stalled Nazi 
war machine, a special Soviet com­ 
munique proclaimed triumphantly 
tonight, and has recaptured more 
than IOO town* and village* and 
gained up to twenty-eight miles on 
the Orel front. 
The announcement, repealed over 
and over in Moscow broadcasts re­ 
corded here by the Soviet Monitor, 
declared that over 12,000 Germans 
were killed and 2.000 captured as 
“our troop® north and east of Orel, 
after fierce counterattacks, passed 
onto the offensive.” 
The staggering casualties inflicted 
on the Germans in the eleven swel­ 
tering days of battle in the center 
amounted, on the basis of official 
Russian statements, to more than 
•54.000 men killed or captured: 3.068 
tanks destroyed or captured: and 
1,636 planes shot down.

A nd It* U tilization 
TWO SCHOOL* OF THOUOHT have 
developed from recent discussions of the 
•urplus that Is piling up from the able 
management of the city water works, 
On* is that the surplus should be con­ 
served for needed plant extensions, par­ 
ticularly those which will coms with the 
prosecution of the postwar construction 
program to provide employment and ald 
In the transition from war to peace condi­ 
tions. 
It is argued here that such use of the 
accumulated funds would 
make 
bonded 
obligations lighter and sinking fund re­ 
quirements proportionately lower, thus re­ 
flecting an economy in the tax bill. 
The other idea is that the surplus 
should be devoted to a lowering of the 
water rentals for the reason that the pur­ 
pose and Intent behind the water system 
as originally planned and as the water 
corporation charter contemplated is to 
have it operated strictly as a non-profit 
enterprise. If that purpose is to be carried 
out, the logical method of making it non­ 
profitable would be to adjust the rates in 
accordance with net operating Income after 
making allowance for reasonable contin­ 
gencies. Increases in the city and county 
tax rates ars also cited as a compelling 
reason for such readjustment. 
Possibility of using the 
surplus 
for 
anything besides maintenance was out of 
the picture for years, owing to charter 
restrictions, but belief now obtains that 
a recent act of the General Assembly pro­ 
viding that municipal funds from whatever 
source derived may bs utilized for postwar 
planning projects changes the situation 
Whichever school of thought obtains. 
it is obvious that some definite plan should 
bs adopted with regard to use of the water 
operating surplus, lf for no other reason 
than to end the quibbling about it, al­ 
though it is obvious that there must be 
definite planning within plenty cd time for 
the postwar planning projects. 
The need of a universal meter system 
has been' made plain by the recent water 
supply shortage, which, as is well under­ 
stood. is not s lack of supply but an inade­ 
quate means of transporting the supply 
from the impounding reservoirs to consum­ 
ers, which must be remedied 
There are 
at present around 3,500 consumers on the 
flat rate, some 8.000 on meters, these hav­ 
ing been required from all new consumers 
since 
the 
meters were first installed. 
Meters cut waste to the minimum and no 
one can doubt that a considerable wastage 
would be prevented should the 3.500 con­ 
sumers on the flat rat* be required to have 
their supply metered. 
At the outset of meter Installation 
here, the meters were furnished by the 
city from water operating Income. 
That 
is as it should be. But later, the plan was 
adopted of having new consumers pay for 
their meters. Wherefore, lf meters should 
be supplied fret to those now on the flat 
rate who art th# original water consumers, 
there would be complaint of unfairness 
from the 8,000 consumers who have had to 
pay for their meters; and, on the other 
hand, the old consumers on the flat rate 
would not like the idea of being required 
to pay now for their own meters. 
Still, 
if the newcomers have had to do that, It 
would seem only fair that the old ones 
should lf the idea of treating everybody 
alike is to obtain. 
Possible purchase of meters by the city 
instead of by the consumers has brought 
out the question as to whether this could 
be classed as maintenance or capital outlay 
but the better conclusion seems to be that 
It should come under the latter classifica­ 
tion 
The water works surplus discussion 
should be continued to the end that all 
phases of it can be analyzed and the best 
course adopted 
But, as stated, it is some­ 
thing for which there should be definite 
planning now in order to fit in with the 
jxwtwir program on which the city has 
been commendably working. There should 
be no Ifs and ands left hanging about the 
water works end of that program

FRIENDS AND RELATIVES of Larry 
Alien. Mount Savage boy and noted Asso­ 
ciated Press correspondent, who was luck­ 
lessly captured by the Italians after he 
had enjoyed an unusual string of good 
luck with thrilling embellishments, will be 
Interested in learning where he Is and 
what he is now doing. . 
Capt. Alan Stuyvesant, a former fellow 
captive now In New York city, reports that 
Alien has started a “much appreciated 
school of Journalism" for American and 


British prisoners of war In his prison camp 
near Chiel!, Italy 
Capt. Stuyvesant, who was exchanged 
early in April, says that Allen was a mem­ 
ber of the “news gathering committee" in 
the camp and gave courses in newspaper 
writing. His classes aided in the transla­ 
tion and interpretation of the Italian and 
German papers, Stuyvesant added, 
Allen was captured last July at To­ 
bruk, and was taken by plane to Prison 
Camp 21, near Chieti. 
Since then he has 
written President Roosevelt, Pope Pius and 
other notables in his efforts to become re­ 
patriated, according Po 
fellow 
prisoners 
who have been exchanged. 
Stuyvesant said that musicians, artists, 
college professors, journalists and explorers 
were among those at the camp. “We had 
classes in political theory, physics, engin­ 
eering. history, languages, military tech­ 
nique, music every subject you can think 
of, and all without books,” he related as he 
described prison life.

war. 
This is for the reason that essential 
civilian services have 
been 
so 
severely 
crippled by labor shortages occasioned by 
the man power drain of the armed services 
and war industries that they will be forced 
to close their doors or substantially curb 
their schedules unless additional help is 
made available. 
Appeals are being made for women who 
will roll up their sleeves and pitch into 
full-tim e work of various kinds, such as 
driving delivery trucks, reading gas and 
electric meters, delivering milk. as well as 
taking jobs In war plants. 
It is Just as much of a help, indeed in 
some instances a greater help, to promote 
the civilian services as it Is to exert one’s 
efforts in direct war plant work, for the 
home front m ust be kept going in order 
to sustain the war front, and we cannot 
wage war efficiently lf the essential cogs 
hn the home front machinery are chocked.

WASHINGTON, July 15 — From « 
dearth, we seem about to hop into 
mn over-abundance of meat on 
butchers' hooks. 
The first arriv­ 
als of large quan­ 
tities of beef cat­ 
tle at Chicago and 
St. Louis this week 
heralds a period 
of heavy f a r m 
marketing of beef 
similar 
to 
that 
which has devel­ 
oped in hogs—and 
for the same rea­ 
son. When asteer, 
lamb, or hog becomes fat, there is • 
only one place for him, the market. 
With more livestock in the coun­ 
try today than ever before and feed 
at a premium, it is evident that be­ 
fore September I, th* market must 
be flooded with all kinds of meat. 
This super-abundance is almost 
as bad as too little. It means that 
much of the cattle and hogs which 
ordinarily would be kept for the 
coming winter supply will be used 
now to the disadvantage of all con­ 
cerned. 
Curing of the meat shortage in 
this way, therefore, will only quiet 
for a time the popularly recognized 
necessity of again reorganizing the 
administration's food program. 


Optimistic Prophecy 


Since the caustic Congress left 
town. Food Administrator Marvin 
Jones has put out an optimistic 
prophesy Hist he will expand all 
food acreage nearly one-third next 
year. This makes pleasant news­ 
paper reading, especially over an 
empty plate, but only for persons 
arith short memories. 
This same administration expect­ 
ed a large increase in food produc­ 
tion this year, insisting upon its 
optimistic figures before Congress, 
as late as January. Now it concedes 
production will be less than last 
year. 
Any impressive hopes for expan­ 
sion will awalt a definite program 
curing the causes of decreasing pro­ 
duction—farm labor fears, price* 
and disorderly marketing fears, and 
farm machinery fears 
Behind all the forth and back 
publicity, the situation still obvi­ 
ously calls for a strong non-politi­ 
cal, mathematical single head at the 
top here. One food director, em­ 
powered to direct production, mar­ 
keting and price fixing, could, if 
able to handle figures and people, 
call in the farmers, packers and 
OPA price experts and work out a 
definite, complete program so that 
everyone involved would know pre­ 
cisely what is expected of him and 
what he is to do. 
Until this is done, no confident 
solution seems possible. 
The ad­ 
ministration undoubtedly will get 
around to it eventually, but prob­ 
ably not antu forced by the press­ 
ure of events yet to come 


Fact* Last la fight 


Th* FOC-Cox dispute has de­ 
volved into a straight-out liberal- 
conservative fight, as does practic­ 
ally everything here sooner or later. 
In the political argument, the merit 
of facts on either side, as usual, 
has become lost. 
Consistently, the news accounts 
carry, for Instance, an inference 
suggesting Chairman Cox, of the 
House investigation committee, ac­ 
cepted a $2,500 fee from a local 
radio station in his district for ap­ 
pearing before the FCC in it* be­ 
half. This would be a violation of 
federal law. 
If true, Mr. Cox should have been 
indicted and tried long ago, as the 
charge is nearly a year old. The 
congressman’s explanation (which 
is not very clear and is seldom pub­ 
lished alongside the charge) is that 
he took the amount in stock and 
turned it over to a charity, and that 
the payment was not few legal serv­ 
ices for a government department 
anyway. 
What is more Important than 
either the charge or the explana­ 
tion is that the Justice department 
(completely controlled by liberals) 
never has made a move to indict 
Cox. The defending New Deal lib­ 
erals seem content to re iterate it 
day after day. to muss up and em­ 
barrass the House investigation of 
FCC. 
The investigation seems to have 
a fairly good case against that fre­ 
quently hot-headed agency, but th*

Stimson

Secretary of War Stimson * ap­ 
pearance in England on a hard in­ 
spection tour is not so surprising to 
his friends, who have long since 
stopped judging his stamina by his 
years. The headlines emphasize that 
he is almost 76. But the fact Is that 
he is accustomed to doing more 
work and taking more physical pun­ 
ishment than most men half his age. 
When the Republican elder states­ 
man was called into the Roosevelt 
cabinet there was a good deal of 
head-shaking. Hie need was for a 
leader, young in body and in mind, 
to streamline the War department 
and build overnight a mighty mod­ 
ern army. 
The last man in the 
country for such a job was the sec­ 
retary of war in the Taft adminis­ 
tration of thirty years ago—or so it 
seemed to many. 
But it hasn't worked out that 
way. Instead, Mr. Stimson did the 
“impossible” — he reorganized the 
army system and liberated the air 
force, he and Gen. Marshall. 
There are many explanations of 
his outstanding success as war sec­ 
retary. One is his intellectual capac­ 
ity; there have been few, if any, 
finer minds in the public service. 
Another is his long experience in 
government administration, not only 
at the War department but as gov­ 
ernor-general of the Philippines and 
as secretary of state. Another is his 
singleness of purpose; when he goes 
he goes all out. And he gets able 
men around him, such as Maj Gen. 
Buries, who is accompanying him 
now. 
But the thing that makes Mr. 
Stimson almost unique in the Roose­ 
velt cabinet is that he is not a yes- 
man 
The president could do with 
several Stimson*, either under or 
over 75.

A vehement protest has gone out 
of the Whit* House to the country 
against the action of Congress in 
refusing to continue to supply funds 
for the salaries of three officials of 
the government accused of having 
views of alleged communistic ten­ 
dency. There s another side to the 
case. 
The president, for i n s t a n c e , 
charges that Congress has no right 
to cause the removal of these offi­ 
cials and that it amounts to a vio­ 
lation of the constitution by sub­ 
jecting the individuals to conviction 
without trial, known as a bill of 
attainer. 
But Congress 
specified 
that Mr. Roosevelt could appoint 
these same individuals next Novem­ 
ber to position requiring confirma­ 
tion by the Senate where they will 
get whatever trial is given anybody 
who has to stand the test of sena­ 
torial scrutiny as to views, experi­ 
ence or any other factors. 


Punished for Beliefs 


The truth is Hie real precedent 
taken by Congress for refusing to 
continue Hie three officials in their 
present Jobs came from Mr. Roose­ 
velt himself, who punished the late 
William E. Humphrey for his be­ 
liefs and convictions and summarily 
removed him from office without 
trial, even though the president ad­ 
mitted in his letter to that official 
that there was not the slightest 
reflection on Mr. Humphrey or his 
services. 
“You will, I know, realize,” wrote 
the president to Mr. Humphrey, 
“That I do not feel that your mind 
and my mind go along together on 
either the policies or the adminis­ 
tering of the Federal Trade Com­ 
mission.’' 
Congress had specifically Inserted 
In the law a provision that enumer­ 
ated the causes for which a mem­ 
ber of the Federal Trade Commis­ 
sion could be removed. These were 
enumerated as “inefficiency, neglect 
of duty, or malfeasance In office.” 
It was admitted by the president 
that none of these was involved, 
but merely a failure of an officer of 
a quasi-judicial body to have the 
kind of mind that went along with 
the presidents mind. No trial was 
held and no charges were preferred. 


Right Upheld 


The issue went to the supreme 
court, which said that Congress 
had the right to specify by law the 
causes of removal and the tenure 
of office and that the power of re­ 
moval by the president was by no 
means unlimited. The converse of 
this proposition is that the Con­ 
gress, as the body which supplies 
the funds and passes the statutes 
creating governmental offices, can 
specify the length of time they may 
be held and can even stipulate who 
•hall occupy them. 
Thus Mr. Roosevelt himself asked 
Congress to pass a statute whereby 
the same man could hold the office 
of secretary of commerce and head 
of 
the 
Reconstruction 
Finance 


Corporation. This was a piece of 
special legislation aimed at per­ 
mitting one particular individual to 
be appointed to two offices. The 
reverse is also true that Congress 
may repeal that statute at any 
time and cause that individual's 
tenure to be curtailed. Hie constitu­ 
tion says: 


‘The Congress may by law 
vest the appointment of such 
inferior officer, as they think 
proper, in the president alone, 
in the courts of law, or in the 
heads of departments.” 


Tenure Change* Allowable 


The Congress, therefore, can at 
any time by law change the tenure 
aud method of appointment of any­ 
body in the government with the 
exception of those higher officers 
specifically named in the constitu­ 
tion as subject to appointment by 
the president alone. The power to 
prescribe that an officer's appoint­ 
ment shall require confirmation by 
the Senate is within the constitu­ 
tional authority of the Congress. 
All this, however, is entirely un­ 
related to whether Congress should 
use its authority to punish any of­ 
ficials for their views unless those 
views can be related to malfeasance 
in public office. Just as the presi­ 
dent was wrong in removing Mr. 
Humphrey for his views—though 
his error was a violation of the 
constitution, whereas Congress is 
acting in this case within the con­ 
stitution—so is It unwise for Con­ 
gress to cut off the salaries of of­ 
ficials for their views. These minor 
officials often merely reflect the 
views of their superior officers, and 
it is the latter who should be held 
to 
accountability for their acts 
rather than the minor officials.

Sicilian Advance 


Against Axis 


Unrelenting Pressure Is 
Being Maintained 
against Catania Plain

The dazzling speed that marked) 
earlier phases of Anglo-American 
invasion of Sicily was less evident 
as the first week of the operation 
neared its end; but the whole 100- 
mile Allied 
front 
from Naro in 
the West to north of Augusta in 
the East still was in forward mo­ 
tion. 
The tipped jaws of American and 
British forces forced a huge vise 
set to Ute down cm the southern 
defenses of the Catania plain. Amer­ 
ican, Canadian and British troops, 
meantime, maintained unrelenting 
pressure against the center of the 
plain. 
Axis commanders, apparently now 
aware of the tactical pattern of the 
attack, are putting up an increas-

Allied Strategy Work* 
Yet the very nature of the de­ 
fense they attempted testified to the 
success of the Allied strategic de­ 
sign. 
The initiative still lay with 
the Allied Invaders. They had ob­ 
viously forced the enemy to scatter 
his reserves on many fronts and de­ 
nied him still opportunity to mass 
.and mount a concentrated counter 
blow anywhere. 
TYie Axis in Sicily thus far has 
been out-guessed as well as out­ 
fought. 
And unless the crunching 
jaws of the Anglo-American vise 
can die soon stopped short of deploy­ 
ment simultaneously into the Ca­ 
tania plain from east and west, 
that strategic key to control of all 
Sicily must fall to the invaders. 
Th* hubs of Sicily * road and rail 
networks ar* in that rolling val­ 
ley south of giant Mount Etna 
The main Axis air fields, munitions 
and fuel stocks and supply reserves 
are there weakening the wide center 
sector now under Allied pressure 
along 
every road and rail route 
leading in from the South and East 
coasts poses a major problem for 
the defenders. 
The Axis is being forced to fight 


dispersed preliminary actions in a 
dozen threatened sectors at th* same 
time. 
Allied advance prongs and 
lighter 
troops 
range 
perilously 
close along its whole length to the 
secondary east-west road and rail 
system so vital to successful de­ 
ployment of troops and armor to 
man the hill gactions guarding the 
center of the Catania plain. 
Axis Urie Is Menaced 
The Axis line runs from Ameri­ 
can-threatened Agrigento and Can- 
catti in the west through Caltagi- 
rone in the center, menaced by both 
American and Canadian thrusts, to 
a junction with the Sicilian east 
coast trunk highway just north of 
Lentini, reported In British hands. 
Canadians pushing northward to­ 
ward Vizzini above Ragusa are with­ 
in a few miles of its main two-way 
traffic system. 
Just west of them 
near Nicemi. an American column 
from Hie Gela beach-head is with­ 
in half a dozen miles of Caltagi- 
ronc. 
Engulfment 
of 
that east-west 
communications lateral would be 
disastrous for the Axis. 
It would 
mean the battle of Catania plain 
must develop on a IOO mile front 
north of the hill bastions and in a 
terrain suitable for the heavy armor 
now unquestionably being set ashore 
everywhere by Allied forces. 
That necessity as well and stifler 
but scattered Axis resistance may 
aocount for what slowing up in 
the Allied general advance has oc 
curred.
